2. The inventions listed as Groups II and I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature between the two groups is a laminate comprising two conductive 
materials having an adhesive resin layer on one side of each of the conductive 
materials and a functional material between the adhesive resin layers. This feature is 
shown by Kadokura [US5676812], which discloses a metallic substrate (5) with 
adhesive resin layers (4) on both sides thereof and electroconductive case members 
(41 , 42) on either side of the exposed adhesive resin layers. The disclosure of Kadokura 
shows there is no common special technical feature because the common feature was 
known in the art.
